SYG STAFF AND PRINCIPAL LIAISON OFFICER HERE FOR NARCOTICS 
CONTROL, REPORTS THAT MARTENS WILL VISIT NEW YORK NOV 
19-20 TO PARTICIPATE IN THIRD COMITE DISCUSSION OF NARCOTICS 
ITEM. HE HAS INDICATED DESIRE TO VISIT WASHINGTON AND HIS 
SCHEDULE APPEARS FLEXIBLE. DEPT SHOULD CONSIDER WHETHER 
IT WOULD BE BETTER FOR HIM TO VISIT WASHINGTON BEFORE OR 
AFTER VISITING UN. MISSION BELIEVES IT WOULD BE PRE- 
FERABLE THAT HE VISIT WASHINGTON AFTER RATHER THAN BEFORE
